Jerusalem Post Arab Affairs Reporter 
Egypt yesterday launched 8 new round of world-wide diplomatic 
activity, apparently confident that President Anwar Sadat’s speech 
Sunday night has been received with understanding in the international 


arena. 

Judging from the tone of: its 
broadcasts, Criro seemed content 
with the absence of criticism of 
Sedat’s decision to rescind the 
cease-fire, and the general welcome 
given Egypt's decision to leave the 
door open for further political 
efforts. 

Egypt's new diplomatic drive will 
probably send veteran diplomat 
Premier Mahmoud Fawzi on a tour 
of 8 number of Western countries 
while his Prime Minister, Mahmoud 
Riad, holds talks at home. Riad 
yesterday met with the Big Four 
envoys in Cairo and planned to 
meet with the ambassadors of 
various other countries. 

Riad is scheduled to attend a 
conference of Arab Foreign Min- 
isters next Saturday in Ceiro. The 
Secretary-General of the Arab 
Abdul-Khalek Hassouneh, 
said last night the gathering would 
discuss the “eventualities" which 
may follow the ending of the cease- 
fire, Cairo Radio reported. 

EGYPTIAN ALERT 

‘The Egyptians were reported to 
have alerted their armed forces 
along the Suez front. Deputy 
Premier and Minister of Interior 
Sha'arawi Gom'a yesterday issued 
orders to abide by the total black- 
out in residential areas. The black- 
out had been rather nominally ob- 
served since the declaration of the 
state of alertness when the previous 
truce expired February 5. Gom’a 
also ordered “emergency measures” 
concerning local national defence.

Sheikh Mujibur told a rally of 
thousands in Dacca Sunday that 
four demands must be met before 
he would consider attending a vital 
Natlonal Assembly session — call- 
ed to draft a new constitution --- 
on March 25.

League holds an overall majority 
in the National Assembly, said his 
conditions were:

Australia Defence Minister 
resigns in feud with Gorton 


CANBERRA (Reuter). 


Australian Defence Minister Malcolm 


Fraser angrily resigned from the Government yesterday in the middle 
of @ bitter feud with Prime Minister John Gorton, leaving the Premier 
with a tough fight for his political future. : 


Mr. Fraser, 40, long tipped as a 
future Australian leader, sent a 
strongly-worded letter to Mr. Gor- 
ton accusing him of “significant dis- 
loyalty to a senior Minister.” He 
said this was not tolerable and he 
was resigning. 

His move was seeu as a dell- 
berate bid to head powerful fac- 
tions in the ruling Liberal Party 
who fear Mr. Gorton will lead the 
Government to defeat in next year's 
general elections, In the resulting 
in-fighting, Mr. Fraser would take 
the jeadership and hopefully lead 
the party back into power. 

Mr. Fraser's departure from the 
Cabinet has left Mr. Gorton, 59 and 
a former fighter pilot, with a di- 
minishing margin of numbers to de- 
feat a mofion of no confidence, 
scheduled for today. It could mean 
the end of Mr. Gorton’s three-year 
stay in Canberra's Prime Ministerial 
lodge. 

The split between the two "men 
developed initially after a rift be- 
tween Mr. Fraser and senlor army 
officers.

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Investing i in Europe |

JSRABLIS who receive restitution 

Payments are entitled to keep 
part of the moneys received from 
abroad in Tamam foreign currency 
accounts or to sell this foreign 
currency at the higher free mar- 
ket price to other residents. The 
account, which through this simple 
operation changes its name to Na- 
tad, Keeps a privilege: the owner 
may use it for investments in any 
foreign security or‘in gold, with 
‘the sole restriction that the shares 
or bonds have to be quoted on one 
of the world’s major stock ex- 
changes. 

To do just this was usually the 
Sole reason to buy Natad account, 
although many holders of Tamam 
accounts too preferred to invest in 
foreign securities, instead of bene- 
fiting from the low-interest rate, 
presently only 416 per cent, albeit 
tax free, the government is pey- 
ing per annum on those accounts. 
Foreign bonds of the highest qual- 
ity now usually yield above 8 per 
cent. Even if tax is deducted, as is 
presently done, at source, the net 
income on these bonds is higher 
than on a Tamam account. In addi- 
tion, these bonds— which are usually 
called ‘"Eurobonds" --- are readily 
marketable at any moment. They 
@re practically Mquid means, in con- 
trast to Tamam account deposits, 
which have to be fixed for a year 
to earn the highest, but still mo- 
dest, 414 per cent rate. (For a 
shorter period the interest income 
becomes substantially lower). 

Eurobonds, as those foreign cur- 
rency loans are usually called, en- 
joy a wide international market. In 
1968 as well as In 1969 and 
last year, about $3,000 million of 
these bonds were raised..The usual 
currency is still the American dol- 
lar. In 1968 more than three quar- 
ters of the debentures issued were 
dollar debentures. ‘This percentage 
was far lower in 1969 — nearly 
60 per cent — to rise again some- 
what last year. In 1969 bonds in 
German marks were much in de- 
mand. No less than $1,050 million 
worth of Euro-debentures in Ger- 
™man marks were issued, demon-

the 1969 turnover, the feature of 
last year being the emergence of 
Dutch guilders loans accounting for 
new issues of nearly $400 million. 
Israelis have been among the eager 
buyers of these bonds. 


More , recently an entirely new 
type of bond has been introduced 
in the market, the so-called Buro- 
pean Currency Unit debenture. 
Bonds of this type are denomi- 
nated in European monetary units, 
with one EMU equal to $1.— The 
investor can subscribe in any of 
the Common Market currencies. 
They can receive the interest and 
Tepayment of capital back in any 
of those currencies, designating 
which, before each payment date. 
The EMU is presently equal to 
DM 3.66, or Belg. Frs. 50 or 
Fr. rs. 5.5519 or It. Lire 625 or 
Lux. Frs. 50 or D. ΕἾ. 3.62. 


Under the terms of the European 
Currency loans --- for instance: the 
recent 8 per cent loan of The 
European Coal and Steel Commun- 
ity due for repayment in the years 
1976 to 1985 by equal instalments 
— the owner can request payment 
in any currency printed on the 
bonds. 


The investor is consequently pro- 
tected from a possible devaluation 
of one of these currencies, but he 
will benefit from a revaluation as 
he obviously will request payment 
of interest and principal in the 
strongest monetary unit. For this 
privilege he receives presently a 
somewhat lower interest rate, the 
current rate for simple Eurodoliar 
loans being somewhat less than 9 
per cent, the recent trend being 
downward. 


The risk for the borrower is évi- 
dent. He has to pay for an up- 


valuation by any one country 
against the other five. Apparently 
the member countries of the Com- 


; mon Market do not think this risk 
. unduly high as they assume that 


in the not too distant future @ 
Common Market currency will be 
ereated. It remains to be seen, how- 
ever, whether this new currency 
will be fixed at the present rate. 
Obviously the bondholder will bene- 
fit from any possible change in the 
rates. The recent issue of the Hu- 
ropean Coal and Steel Community 
has been a resounding success. The 
bonds have been snapped up. 

When through devaluetions or 
upvaluations of currencies the 
burden of the debt service be- 
come too heavy for the borrower, 
various ways have been found to es- 
cape the financial bloodletting involv- 
ed. Bondholders have tried to defend 
their rights, by uniting in the Lon- 
don Council of Foreign Bondholders 
or in the American Foreign Bond- 
holders Protective Council, which 
was founded in 1988, but usually 
with only limited success. The 
Bondholders Councils in many cases 
agreed that the debtor was unable 
to pay the much increased debt 
service,. usually advising their 
members to..accept a compromise 
solutions “Thus, seen in‘ the ight of 
experience, not too much reliance 
should be placed on the multicur- 
rency denomination of the Euro- 
pean Currency Unit. 

Should Israel, as a debtor, also 
issue loans, payable in more than 
one currency? Our debts are usually 
dollar loans, though some are also 
in other currencies, notably Gér- 
tran Marks. All leans, or bonds 
issued are, however, in one cur- 
rency only. 

One notable exception was an 
early Hollis loan, repayable in U.S. 
dollars, Sterling or Swiss francs. 
As the ultimate debtor of these 
bonds wag the Jewish Agency, which 
has income in each of these cur- 
rencies, the burden of the repay- 
ment in any of them was not 
too heavy. The loan has been fully 
repaid without any major change 
in the currencies concerned. As 


long as there is no compelling rea-| 


son to repeat this exercise, it is, 
however, preferable from the debt- 
or’s point of view to avoid issuing 
debenture denominated in more 
than one currency.

Municipalities, loca) and regional 
councils around the country are -be- 
Coming far too dependent on tlie 
central government, Mr. Eylon 
thinks, The root of the evil is, as 
always, Money. 

“Tt will be impossible to go on 
without a revision tn the concept 
of relations between local and 
central government,” he said. Dis- 
trust of local government is not 4 
peculiarly Israeli phenomenon: many 
polltical parties abroad, particular- 
ly of the socia}-democratic variety, 
tend to see the lowest level of gov- 
ernment ag that most likely to»be 
corrupted, he noted. = 


The underlying problem is finan- - 


cial; what happened last week re- 
inforces the tendency of the central 
government to subsidize. the towns 
rather than allow them to raise the 
same sums themselves. “In the end 
it's all the same. The average citi- 
zen pays for the subsidy out of his 
own pocket just as he would for an 
increase in the arnona rates. The 
ad thing here is getting the pub- 
He used to the idea that a city 
may not collect a realistic rate, 
and that there’ is a rich uncle in 
Jerusalem who-will pay for it all.

“The minute I go to the Finance 
or Interior Ministry to ask for 
funds, I tie my hands.

This means 
that our deficits grow and that the 
Treasury covers more and more of 
them. ‘When someone gives you 
money he aiso acquires a say in 
your affairs, whether directly or in- 
directly, People choose representa- 
tives to the City Council because of 
certain policies they present to the 
electorate. But the thinking of of- 
ficials in a Government office may 
become far more dominant,” he 
statés,

‘As Mr. Bylon sees [t, the system 
ls bad to begin with. ‘We collect 
rates on the- ‘basis of the sizes of 
flats.

“We collect more or less the same 
amounts every year. City rates were 
last raised six years ago. During 
this filme wages have. jumped by 
some 60 to 70 per cent. Forty-five 
per cent of our budget goes towards 
wages. The prices of materials and 
equipment bave gone up. Every- 
thing is dearer —- even this,” Mr. 
Bylon said with hightened emotion, 
picking up an ordinary plastic 
ashtray and putting it back on the 
desk with forces “During the eco- 
nomic recession four years ago, 8 
school class would cost us 135,000. 
Now we don’t always manage with 
1L100,000. Even with the 
1L60m. subsidy, the cities would be 
some TL60m. short of balancing 
their budgets. These figures don’t 
come out of my hat. They were 
varified by the Government,” Mr. 
Eylon argues heatedly. : 


"When we go to raise rates by 
an average of IL3 to IL8 a month 
per family, the Histadrut and every- 
body else come and wave the 
Package deal and all these agree- 
ments in my face," Mr. Eylon 
charges angrHy. That was the only 
time be would comment about the 
Histadrut’s objections to the propos- 
ed hike and its threat to allow local 
Labour Councils to present the 
cities with greater wage demands.

The one way out, according to 
Mr. Bylon, is "a sane, sensible and 
progressive system" of city taxa- 
tion based on income. “It is true 
thar we have just about reached 
the mit of what we take in taxes. 
It ig impossible to levy another in- 
come tax on the citizens who al- 
.réady pay all they possibly can. But 
T propose something else -- two 
income tax ‘systems, but with a dif- 
ferent division. We now pay very 
.much to the central Government 
and very liftle to the towns. The 
government then pays the towns. 
Why not pay the government less 
and more to the towns. The towns 
would thus be getting the same 
amount of money they would get 
in any case. But they would retain 
their independence and the citizen 
would not ead up paying more than 
he does now. Whatever funds the 
Government has for subsidies, could 
go to the very small townships and 
development towns that often can: 
not stand on their own.” 


THE LOCAL COUNCILS 


Such towns couid not help them-° 


selves even with a new tax system, 
as many of the residents don't pay 
taxes. “‘They have great welfare 
problems, If in Tel Aviv five per 
cent of the residents get relief pay 
of some kind or another, as many 
as 40 per cent do in the develop- 
ment areas. Even those who subsist 
on their own earnings have large 
families and have not always been 
used to paying taxes. In fact all 
Small towns with less than 8,000 
residents cannot pay for their own 
services unless they unite,” Mr. By- 
Yon is quick to point out. 


᾿ 
— But isn’t there also ἃ good deal 
of waste, disregard of budgets and 
corruption in some of these towa-~ 
Ships? “I am act the Government 
or the ‘State Controller. If there is 
waste, let: them put a stop to it. 
But ,if some members of the tribe 
sin, you cannot punish the whole 
tribe! Besides, the whole way in 
which the setting up of govern- 
ment in these development towns 
was handled, is favity.

Still, things are 
getting better —Kiryat Gat, Upper 
Nazareth and Migdal Ha’emek are 
cases in point,” he says.

What about waste and large: ad- 
ministsative staff in the bigger 
cities? "I don’t think the’. towns 
have anything to be ashamed of 
when compared with Government 
Ministries, the Histadrut and the 
Jewish Agency. Populations are 
constantly growing, yet not only did 
the administrative staffs not grow, 
but they were in fact reduced,” 
Mr. Eylon claims but admits that 
there are cities, like Tel Aviv, 
“were the municipalities have exiat- 
ed for a few decades and have 
manpower which is no longer usé- 
ful. What will the papers say if 
one day we start firlng employees 
with 25 years of seniority? 


“This country, of course, has great 
security burdens and little money, 
but something must be done for 
the towns.

The “Sinfonia” by Stephan Doug- 
las Burton, 8 25-year-old American 
composer, is a cloSe-knit piece, with 
great contrasts of colour, density 
of texture and extremely daring 
rhythmical ‘complexity. Influences of 
Bartok and Schoenberg can be 
traced through its development, but, 
in general, it is 8 Zripping piece of 
music with an orizinal message, 
spoken with great conviction, 

Mr. Solti directed the complicated 
composition with authority. : 

Soloist Radu Lupu was a revela- 
tion. With the first passage his tre- 
Mmendous energy and musicality held 
the audfence spell-tound. He seems 
to have no doubts or difficulties of 
any kind and. plays with determin- 
ation and perseverence. The second 
movement, although slightly tao ro- 
mantic in conception, nevertheless 
contained much lyrical beauty and 
radiated human warmth and inti-

pH biggest: surprise of the even- 
ing was still in store — Soitt's 
“Pathetique”, which is undoubtedly 
different from any “other” “Pathe- 
tique" we ‘have heard here hefore. 
Solti again stowed himself to be a 
conductor of-iron will, handling the 
orchestra with’ virtuosity. The Sym- 
phony was tight in form, with

sweeping tempi, overwhelming con- 
trasta and strict rhythm. For those 
to whom ,this music means senti- 
mental nostalgia and elegiac Rus~- 
sian breadth, it must have heen a 
strange, perhaps even disappointing 
experience. But to the uncommit- 
ted, it was an exciting event. Mr. 
Solti developed the work with 
electrifying intensity. The first 
movement was much more animat- 
ed than we have been used to. The 
Scherzo-Waltz did not even allow 
for the slightest deviation from the 
strict rhythm. The third movement 
was taken at @ breathless tempo 
with the majestic fullness and bril- 
liance of the brass the focus of at- 
tention.

Prize money protest .

TEL AVIV. — Israel's Davis Cup 
squad will meet local lawn Tennis 
Association Chairman, Avram Fei- 
ger, today to protest against the 
association's decision that Israeli 
players will pot he eligtble for 
prize money at the coming Pas- 
sover International Tennis Champ- 
ionsups here. 

‘The players had assumed that all

Israeli players feel that the de- 
cision is discriminatory. They point 
out that they are giving a lot of 
time and effort to the intensive 
training programme being conduct- 
wd for the Davis Cup tie here 
egainst Norway in May, and agree 
that the same conditions as regards 
the prize money should apply to all 
participants.

ΡΣ aysch, introduced as an “anthro- 
pologist,” said he had been well 
treated in prison, and that The 
Netherlands’ Consul had been pre- 
sent at his trial. However, he sald 


. he had been unjustly sentenced for 


spying having been arrested 


immediately upon his arrival at Lod 
Airport, from Paris, in 1969, before 
he had been able to do any spying, 
even if he had wanted to. (In fact, 
he was sentenced for conspiring to 
gather military information.) 

He said he had gone to Israel to 
study relations between Jews end 
Arabs. Asked at whose request he 
was to have conducted this study, 
he replied; “Some Arab friends In 
Paris.” : 

Ruysch's past is obscure. It is 
known, however,.that he is not an 
archaeologist despite his repeated 
claim to that description, and has 
never attended university. He spent 
some time in Latin America, re- 
turning to Holland in the early 
1950s, when he managed somehow 
to become, acquainted with leading 
Dutch “archaeologists and began 
moving in high society. 

In 1955, Ruysch, assisted by spon- 
sors here and abroad, established an 
English-language review, “Antiquity 
and Survival.” The double issue of 
the second volume was devoted to

Railway being planned 


for Greater Tel Aviv 


Jerusaieas Poot Kursser Evy 


The Transport Ministry is con- 
ducting preliminary planning for a 
new urban rall transport network in 
Greater Tel Aviv, the Minister, Mr. 
Shimon Peres, told the Knesset yes- 
terday. 

Tentatively, Mr. Peres said, the 
60-kilometre network would have 
eight kms. underground and the 
rest on the surface. Neighbourhoods 
to be linked up by the network in- 
cluded: Holon, Bat Yam, Petan 
Tikva, Ramle, Lod, the Herzliya 
landing field, the Trans-Yarkon area, 
and the downtown shopping, cul- 
tural and transport centres in Tel 
Aviv and Jaffa. Mr. Peres said it 
would take elght years to complete 
the network, from the time the 
plans were approved, but the first 
sections could be put into operation 
within three or four years, without 
waiting for the whole network to be 
finished. 

One In every two persons using 
the present urban transport services 
would be -using the new network, 
it was estimated. People would drive 
thelr private vehteles less, for wark 
as well as pleasure. 

In the effort to find a solution to 
the problem of the Tel Aviv airport 
(Sde Dov) the Transport Ministry 
was studylng the possibility of build- 
ing ἃ runway out In the.sea, parallel 
to the shore. TiN then, the hangars 
would be shifted further way from 
the houses now being huilt nearby 
under the “L" Plan for the Trans~ 
Yarkon area, 

Mr. Peres, answering a series of 
questions from various Members, 
also declared that parts of Rehov 
Ben-Yehuda in Jerusalem and Rehov 

izengoff in Tel Aviv may be clased 
to vehicles. His ‘Ministry was at 
present studying the matter and, in 
the light of @ relevant traffic sgur- 
vey, it was making a preliminary 
examination of the re-location of bus 
Stops, and the special arrangements 
necessary for loading and unloading 
merchandise, he said.

Israel shipyards may build 
tankers, container ships

HAIFA. — Israel Shipyards, now 
completing a S4m. floating dock 
for a Greek company, is prepar- 
ing to go into large-scale ship- 
building when the dock is com- 
pleted, by May The Jerusalem Post 
learned from Management sources 
yesterday. Negotiations are pro- 
ceeding on various possibilities, in- 
cluding the construction of a se- 
Ties of olf tankers, or a line of 
modern roll-on-roll-off cargo 
ships, or another floating dock in 
the $5m. range. Foreign interests 
have also expressed interest in the 
ordering of high-speed nautical 
craft, of the type now under con- 

struction in the Yard. 

The tanker project, now under 
active consideration with the Ma- 
ritime Fruit Carriers group, calls 
for the constructlon of a dozen 
46,000-tonners, at a. cost of $12m. 
each. An investment of IL25m. to 
IL30m. would be needed to build 
the necessary slipway. 

Yard experts estimated yester- 
day that, if the deal goes through, 
the first tanker could be delivered 
in 1974, and the rest would come 
of the slipway at the rate of two 


a year. 
The Toll-on-roll-off freighters, 
to cost about $5.5m. each, would 


be bullt for a Swedish shipowner 
who is interested In four to six 
such vessels of 5.000 tons dead- 
weight each. They could be bullt 
in the Yard's existing facilities, 
which have already proved them- 
selves with the construction of 
three coasters, of 2,000 tons each, 
five years ago. 

If one of these deals does not 


go through, the construction of 
another floating dock, which too 
would need no new facilities, is 
likely. The Yard has found the 
dock, now being completed, a 
profitable venture and prices have 
since gone up, thanks to the world- 
wide shipping boom. The possibility 
of butlding fast craft for foreign 
interests also appears a Sucrative 
venture, 

The Yerd management believes 
that ali but the tanker construc- 
tion could be carried out with 2 
limited addition to the present 
manpower, while for the construc- 
tion of the tankers, the staff would 
have to be considerably expanded. 
Tt ts felt that, thanks to the pre- 
sent high prices, the Yard would 
he able to offer good enough con- 
dittons to attract the dozens of 
skilled workers needed. 


Transport Minister Shimon Peres, 
is personally dealing with the 
Yard's building plans, and is on 
record as considering shipbuilding 
to have a big future in Israel (see 
above). 


One of the considerations Is the 
provision of many new jobs for 
engineers, technicians, and skilled 
workers, now arriving as immig- 
rants.
